What Shall Be Done With Them. 


Washington, Oct. 29.—Rear Admiral 


Fletcher, in command of the squadron 
U Vera Cms, reported the presence of 
Felix Diaz and his part/ as refugees 
on the gunboat Wheeling In an official 
dispatch received at the navy depart- 
ment. 
The department Immediately 


called on the state department to de- 
cide what disposition Is to be made of 
the fugitives. 


The gunboat Wheeling, because ol 


her light draft, has been held at 
Vera Cruz with the single purpose of 
Affording refuge to political fugitives 
as well as officiate Of the American 
embassy or other Americans or for- 
eigners who might be in distress. The 
Wheeling was chosen for that purpose 
because she was able to approach 
shore at Vera Cruz, whereas the big 
battleships 
upder 
Rear 
Admiral 


Fletcher's -ommnnd have been obliged 
to anchor about sir miles out from the 
city. 


Officials here say there is no question 


of the right of a naval commander to 
extend asylum to such a fugitive as 
Diaz. There hnve been many prece- 
dents to stipport such action. In South 
American countrle; and notably In 
Chile and in Peru, where. In recent 
years, the ritrht of asylum has been 
claimed and exercised. It bas always 
been found possible for the American 
minister or consul to secure from the 
titular government a pledge of safe 
conduct for the fugitives from their 
places of hiding to the American ship 


In the case of Diaz, however. It is 


believed that the Washington govern 
merit was prepared to go further. If 
necessnr.\. anil to furnish a marine 
guard, basing surh an assertion of ex, 
traterritori il authority on tha general 
allegation of the existence of a state 
of practical anarchy, recognized by in 
ternationnl law as a sufficient warrant 
for the exereKe of such precautions

Fletcher, in command of the squadron 
U Vera Cms, reported the presence of 
Felix Diaz and his part/ as refugees 
on the gunboat Wheeling In an official 
dispatch received at the navy depart- 
ment.

called on the state department to de- 
cide what disposition Is to be made of 
the fugitives. 


The gunboat Wheeling, because ol 


her light draft, has been held at 
Vera Cruz with the single purpose of 
Affording refuge to political fugitives 
as well as officiate Of the American 
embassy or other Americans or for- 
eigners who might be in distress. The 
Wheeling was chosen for that purpose 
because she was able to approach 
shore at Vera Cruz, whereas the big

Officials here say there is no question 


of the right of a naval commander to 
extend asylum to such a fugitive as 
Diaz.
